CAPSIZING BOAT DROWNS FIVE 


Overloaded

Crossing the Hudson. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 11. — 
Janies Malloy, a fisherman of Barry- 
town, started across the Hudson river 
in a rowboat at that place with six 
Polanders, and before reaching the 
other shore the boat capsized, and 
Malloy and 
four of the Polanders 
were drowned. 
The party of iPolanders arrived at 
Bârrytown from Albany. 
The little 
steamer that was to have conveyed 
them across the river had departed, 
and as there were no large boats in 
the water, Malloy offered to take them 
to their destination in his skiff, a 
small boat that was not capable of 
carrying three men without danger of 
being sunk. The Polanders accepted 
thé invitation. The water was rough, 
and when the boat was about two- 
thirds across the river the boat was 
overturned. Two young men put out in 
a rowboat and succeeded in rescuing? 
two of the Polanders. One of the men 
is In a critical condition. 


Town Destroyed By Fire. 
Cumberland, Md., April 11.—The ex* 
tensive plant of 
the Condon .Lane 
Boom and Lumber company, at Hor­ 
ton. W, Va., one of the largest in that 
state, was destroyed by fire, and with 
it went the entire town, consisting of 
about 150 company houses, and mil­ 
lions of feet of lumber, shipment of 
which has been prevented by shortage 
of cars. Sparks from the dinky en­ 
gine on the logging railroad set fire 
to the woods, the flames gradually 
eating their way to the town and the 
company's plant. In tho hope of saving 
the twin town of Whitmer, houses 
have been pulled down, but a high 
wind made this of littlfe .avail. 


Panic In a Theatre. 
Kokomo, Ind., April 10. —- George 
Armstrong, 17 years of age, was fa­ 
tally injured and a score of persons 
seriously burned during a fire in the 
Sipe Theatre, which was caused by 
the ignition of a roll of celluloid films 
used in operating a moving 
picture 
machine. In the panic that followed 
Armstrong Jumped through a window 
on the third floor and sustained fatal 
injuries. The machine operator threw 
the audience Into a panic and started 
a rush for the fire escapes and exits 
by a cry of “Look out, everybody; the 
theatre is afire.*' In an Instant about 
€U0 people rushed toward the exits. 


Entire Family Asphyxiated. 
Chicago, April 10*—Henry Monroe, 
hi« 
Anna, their 11-monthsold 
child and a brother of Monroe were 
asphyxiated by gas in their home at 
2^66 Canal street. The body of the 
father and husband was found near 
the door, with his arms outstretched 
as if he had been trying to open the 
door when overcome. The others were 
found lying in bed. A leak in a gas 
pipe in the kitchen was responsible 
for the accident. 
Latrobe, Pa,, April 11.—By a premar 
ture explosion of dynamite in mine 
No» 2 of the Atlantic Crushed Cok% 
company at Bradensville, Pa., Jawe« 
Crgpin was instantly killed^ and Will- 
iaia., Nelson,, was fatally Injyred. 


Hong Kong, April lli—II is reported 
here that two sections of the hostile 
(leets clashed near Singapore yester­ 
day, and that Togo lost five vessels. 
The rumor is not given much cre­ 
dence, although it originated in a wire 
received by the Russian consul here. 
Hong Kong pilots have gone olì to 
navigate the Russian vessels through 
the Straits. They have been offered 
high pay. 
It is understood that the 
Russian fleet will make for the friendly 
harbor of Saigon. There the vessels, 
which are exceedingly foul, will be 
cleaned. ^ 
Naval officials here are busy. 
The 
Sutlej and the Iphigenia, two British 
cruisers, left Monday for an unknown 
destination. The Ocean and the Cen* 
turion, two battleships, were coaled 
on Saturday and are now lying ofC 
this port with their fires banked. The 
cruiser Bonaventure arrived on Friday 
and is being hastily coaled. The An­ 
dromeda has been docked, and the Al­ 
bion is being painted. 


Russian Fleet at Anchor. 
Singapore. April 11.—Russia’s Baltic 
fleet anchoi'ed near Pulomte, an island 
150 miles north of this port. Four two- 
funneled warships, apparently Japa­ 
nese scouts, were sighted off Cape St. 
James, Jiear Saigon, on Friday night. 
It is believed that Rojestvensky has 
divided 14s fieet and is making the 
passage of the Straits in two divi­ 
sions. 
The squadron of 44 vessels which^ 
passed through the outer chamiel 
not accompanied by the battleships 
and v/ould be utterly impotent against 
any Japanese fighting squadron. Two 
Russian 
crulBers and one destroyer 
passed through the inner channel. 
Great activity is being manifested 
by the British garrison here» The ar­ 
tillerymen are at the guns and the en­ 
gineers are ready to fire the harbor 
defense mines, which are numerous 
and formidable. No news can be ob­ 
tained of the whereabouts of the main 
Japanese fleet. The Dutch in Java ex­ 
ercise strict censorship over all cable 
messages. 


Fifty-one Ships In Russian Fleet* 
Singapore, April 1Ü.—Fitty-one ships 
of Vice Admiral Rojestvensky*s sec­ 
ond Pacific squadron passed here Sat­ 
urday, 
The most important fighting 
vessels of the squadron, including the 
battleships Kniaz Souvaroff, Alexan­ 
der II, Borodino and Orel, with their 
complement of cruisers, torpédo boat 
<îestroyerh, etc., did not arrive, and 
tlic-ir whereabouts is totally unknown* 
The vessels which passed Singapore 
were the following: Battleships Sissoi 
*Veliky and Oleg; cruisers Admiral 
Kakhimoff, Dmitri Donskoi, Aurora, 
l 2 umrud, Jcmtchug, Almaz, Russ, An­ 
adyr, Fürst Bismarck, Kaiserin Maria 
Theresa, Kaiserin Augusta Victoria, 
Kaiser Friedrich, Rion and seven tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers, all sailing under 
the* naval flag. Under the commercial 
flag were tlio volunteer steamers Vo- 
ronoz, Kief, Yaroslav, Tamboff, Vlad­ 
imir and Orel, the Russian Navigation 
company*s steamers Meteor, Jupiter 
und- Mercury, the East Asiatic com­ 
pany's steamers Korea and Kaitai, the 
North Baltic company steamer Gort- 
ßchakofl’, one salvage ship and 16 col­ 
liers. 
The squadron was led by a large 
nrnoored cruiser., Then came tho cruls- 
erjs, colliers, battleships, etc. Tne col­ 
liers were mostly in the centre of 
the fieet. The decks of tho warships 
were coaMaden, while the colliers and 
the former Hamburg-American liners 
wore light of draft. 
The fleet passed seven miles out and 
made no stop. 
The Russian consul, 
Roudanovsky, spoke to one of the tor­ 
pedo boats and to the flagship of the 
vice-admiral, whom he afforded the 
iirst information of the fall of Mukden, 
The vice-admiral offered no informa­ 
tion as to the fleet or its intentions. 
Steaming at the rate of eight knots 
&n hour, it took 55 minutes for the 
whole fleet to pass a given point. It 
Wiis very evident that the ßhips’ hulls 
were exceedingly foul, and the vessels 
iseemed unfit tor fast manoeuvring.

They are quoted at 
high prices, because the public imag­ 
ines that the chances of winning the 
chief prize, or, at least, ono of the less* 
er prizes, must be very great by this 
time. But one of the directors of the 
Anglo bank has Just published a paper 
to show how slight are the chances 
of winning anything, and how prob 
able it is that investors 
will 
incut 
losses. 
The 
greater 
the principal 
prizes are, the smaller must be the 
sura which is paid when the other 
numbers are called. But the demand 
for lottery bonds makes the price of 
them rise out of all proportion to the 
figure at which they were emitted.»»

A London lirm has been unporlin.£r 
from tho United States considt»raI»le 
quantities of water-ground mica, Avhich 
is used in the inamifacturo of wall 
paper. Sometimes a few barrels would 
be shipped in which the mineral ^lad 
been ground to a grade of lineness un- 
suitable to the ordinary purpose of 
ground mica. 


By degrees several hundred weights 
of utterly unsalable mica thus accumu- 
lated. It was not worth the freight of 
reshlpment to Iho mine, so when the 
quantity accumulated had become em- 
barrassing tho importers began to cast 
about for some moans of getting rid.of 
it. The idea occurred to them of pack- 
ing the rejected mica in snnHl boxes, 
and 
advertising 
it for decorating 
Christmas trees at sixpence a box-- 
water-ground mica being a light, im- 
palpable powder, not unlike newly fall- 
en snow. 


The quantity of mica given for six- 
pence raised the price to many times 
the rates paid by wall paper manufac- 
turers for a suitable grade of the same 
substance. But the advertised "frost," 
with an attractive label and .a fancy 
name, was so gladly received by tho 
public that the rejected accumulation 
was soon worked off at a very large 
profit, and the importers, during sev- 
eral 
successive 
Chrisliuas 
seasons, 
were obliged to use up many barrelfî 
of their ordinary merchantable mica 
as **frost" iu order to meet tho de- 
mand.—I^ndon Times,

A London firm has beer. uuporUn.sr 
from the United States oonsidt^rable 
quantities of water-ground iiilea, vrliich 
is used in the manufaotnro of wall 
paper. Sometimes a few barrels wouhl 
be shipped in whleh tbe mineral ^lad 
been ground to a grade of iiiieness un­ 
suitable to the ordinary purpose of 
ground mica. 
By degrees several huudredwelghts 
of utterly unsalable mica thus accumu­ 
lated. It was not worth the freight of 
reshipment to the mine, so when tho 
quantity accumulated had become em­ 
barrassing the importers began to east 
about for some means of getting rid,of 
it. The idea occurred to them of pack­ 
ing the rejected mica in small boxes, 
and 
advertising 
it 
for 
decorating 
Christinas trees at sixpence a box— 
water-ground mica being a light, im­ 
palpable powder, not unlike newly fall­ 
en snow. 
The quantity of mica given for six­ 
pence raised the price to many times 
the rates paid by wall paper manufac­ 
turers for a suitable grade of the same 
substance. But the advertised “frost,” 
with an attractive label nnd a fancy 
name, was so gladly received by the 
public that the rejected accumulation 
was soon Avorked off at a very large 
profit, and the importers, during sev­ 
eral 
successive 
Christmas 
seasons, 
Avere obliged to use up many barrelfî 
of their ordinary merchantable mica 
as “frost” in order to meet the de­ 
mand.—Ix>ndon Times^.

WHERE WAS WASHINGTON WEDDED'/ 


The Records of HU Marrlufce I^eare Much 


to Conjecture* 


"Altliough one of the most interest- 
ing events 
In 
Washington's private 
life, his wedding has been compara- 
tively neglected by the majority of his 
biographers," writes William Perrine 
in the Ladles' Home Journal. 
"It is 
generally agreed that the ceremony 
took place on the sixth of January (or 
the seventeenth of January, new style), 
1759. 
But as to whether it was per- 
formed in St, Peter's Church, In Mew 
Kent County, or at the home of the 
bride, known as the 'White House,' 
there Is a wide variance of opinion. 
The weight of local authority is against 
the belief 
that it occurred in tho 
church; nor is there any record in the 
church 
indicating 
that 
the 
couple 
were married there, althougli its rec- 
tor, the Rev. Mr. Mossom, who had 
been in the pulpit for forty years, sol- 
emnized the contract. 
On the other 
hand, those who Insist that the clergy, 
man oihciated In the church point to 
accounts that 
Washington rode on 
horseback on the day of the wedding, 
and that the pair were attended by a 
bridal cavalcade, as evidence that there 
was a journey between the church 
and the home of the bride. This, how- 
ever, is offset by the conjecture that 
the cavalcade was escorting the couple 
immediately after their marriage to 
Mrs. Custis' house In the town of Will- 
iamsburg, or to Mount Vernon, and 
that tliey were repairing thither to 
spend the honeymoon.

to bad roads. 
The enforced idleness 
of men and horses during a large part 
of the year is another Item Avhich 
should be charged largely to bad roads. 
The negative or liostlie attitude of the 
rural population toward all effective 
legislation in this direction Is an obsta- 
cle also to road improvements in this 
country, while another is the general 
overestimate of the cost of such im- 
provement. 


A few years ago the macadam road? 
of New .Jersey cost $10,(X)0 per mile: 
now equally good roads are being built 
for $3000. even where railway transpor- 
tation of materials Is required; and In 
localities better supplied with road ma- 
terial, and where a narrower road Is 
deemed sufficient, $1500, or even less, 
will make a mile of good stone road. 
Experience has demonstrated tlie fact 
that in most country districts a single 
stone road, eight or ten feet wide, 
with a good earth road on one or both 
sides, is more generally 
satisfactory 
than a wider road of macadam.

lect of roads In the old Virginia State, 
which I observed at the time of the 
manenvres last fall at Manassas.

pike"—I found had been so neglected 
as to be no longer discoverable as a 
macadamized road. 
Florida, Alabama 
and Mississippi are all wide awake to 
the value of M'ell constructed and care- 
fully maintained country roads. 
In 
this State something is being done in 
that direction, bttt in no measure com- 
mensurate "witli the vast interests in- 
volved nor the wealth and ability of 
the commonwealth to build. 
It is to 
be hoped that the proposed measure of 
Issuing bonds by the State to an ex- 
tent not exceeding $50,000,000, 
and 
with the proceeds suj}plying half of 
the cost of any t^ubllc highway 
to 
which the count}', the towns or private 
Interests will contribute the other half, 
will become law. 
Of course, a system 
should be devised for the laying out 
and construction of each road, and for 
the economical and honest disburse- 
ment of the funds. The materials for

founder of the system of maritime and 
commercial intelligence which has been 
developed into its present eifectlvnoss. 
Before the time of Edward Lloyd marl- 
time insurance in England was con- 
ducted by the Lombards, some Italians, 
who founded Lombard street but after 
Lloyd embarked in the business Britons 
conducted marine insurance in Lon- 
don, 


The subjects of marine Insurance are 
the ship, the cargo, and the freight, all 
of Avhich may belong to diflferent par- 
ties. 
In tim^ of war there is what is 
termed the maritime risk—the danger 
from accident, collision and stranding— 
which is distinctly separate from the 
risk of capture and seizure by an en- 
emy. 
This class of marine insurance 
had its inception in the conditions aris- 
ing during the seven-year French-Eng- 
lish war of 17r)7 to 17G3. 


Lloyd's moved to Pope's Head alley 
in 1770. and in 1774 removed to the 
present 
(juarters in the 
Royal 
Ex- 
change, 
In 1S71 Lloyd's was incor- 
porated by act of Parliament. 
This 
act deiined the objects of the society 
to be: 
(1) 
The carrying on of the 
business of marine insurance by mem- 
bi^rs of the soí'lety; (2) the protection 
of the interests of members of the so- 
ciety In respect of shipping, cargoes 
and freights; 63) tlio collection, pulill- 
catlon and diffusion of intelligence and 
information with respect to shipping. 


The corporation of Lloyd's and tiie 
committee of Lloyd's, who are the exec- 
utive body of the corporation, and the 
secretary of Lloyd's, have practically 
nothing to do with marine insurance 
in the way of taking risks or paying 
losses.

Every one who has ever read a sea 
story wTitten since steam vessels were 
introduced cannot help having had im­ 
pressed upon him memories of ‘ilie 
trail of thick black smoke” that re­ 
vealed tho pre.sence of an enemy’s 
cruiser, a blockade runner or a pos­ 
sible rescuer. 
The Navy Department has at last 
begun to take notice of this familiar 
“trail of black smoke,” for, beginning, 
in the spring, all new vessels that aro 
building will have to under go tests 
to show how much smoke they do emit 
from their funnels. 
The amount of 
smoke a war vessel gives out w'hlle 
under way has come to be recognized 
as an important factor, for the volume 
of smoke Is largely responsible for the 
distance at which she can be “picked 
up” at sea. By measuring the up-pour- 
ing smoke additional facts tnay be 
gathered as to the etficiency of the fur­ 
naces and boilers. 
The deparment's present idea Is to 
take a series of snapshots at stated 
intervals of a ship while she is steam­ 
ing x)n her trial trip, and from these 
the quantity of smoke may be easily 
determined. 
In speaking of this new 
departure the other day a naval oillcer 
questioned the reliability of such a 
test. Said he: 
“All of these trial trips are ’nade 
with picked coal, to say nothing of 
picked crews of firemen* who naturally 
could produce a more even combustion 
with the selected material at hand 
than a crew of enlisted firemen could 
with the stuff the averaga ship burn.n 
at sea,'’—New York Press,

the data obtained from the use of the 
few good roads existing in this country, 
would Indicate that nearly two-thirds 
of the above cost is directly chargeable 
to bad roads. 
The enforced idleness 
of men and horses during a large part 
of the year is another Item which 
should be charged largely to bad roads. 
The negative or hostile attitude of the 
rural population toward all effective 
legislation in this direction is an obsta­ 
cle also to road improvements in this 
country, while another is the general 
overestimate of the cost of such im­ 
provement. 
A few years ago the macadam roads 
of New Jersey cost $10.000 per mile: 
now equally good roads are being built 
for $3000, even where railway transpor­ 
tation of materials is required; and in 
localities better supplied with road ma­ 
terial, and where a narrower road is 
deemed suflScient, $1500, or even less, 
will make a mile of good stone road. 
Experience has demonstrated tlie fact 
that in most country districts a single 
stone road, eight or ten feet wide, 
with a good earth road on one or both 
sides, is more generally satisfactory 
than a wider road of macadam.

the commonwealth to build.

In 1S71 Lloyd’s was incor- 
pornted by act of Parliament.

The carrying on of the

The corporation of Lloyd’s and the 
committee of Lloyd’s, who are the exec­ 
utive body of the corporation, and the 
secretary of Lloyd’s, have practically 
nothing to do with marine insurance 
In the way of taking risks or paying 
losses.
